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Horatlo Goes Down Down Iq Half Hour 
After Belg Hit 


IS RAMMED BY THE DIMOCK 


Call For Help by Wireless Gets 
Tangled in Wild Jumble of Atmos- 
pheric Pulsations—Dimock Takes 
Passengers From ill-Fated Vessel! 
and Is Obliged to Beach Because of 
Her Own Injuries—No Lives Lost 


Chatham, Mass., March 11.— 
Blanketed by a dense fog and pro- 
ceeding at half speed, the coastwise 
steamers Horatio Hall, Portland for 
New York, and H. F. Dimock, New 
York for Boston, met in the middle 
of the narrow channel known as Pol- 
lock Rip Slue with a crash that sent 
the Hall to the bottom within a half 
an hour and caused the Dimock to 
run ashore on Cape Cod beach six 
hours later, when the passengers and 
crew of the Hall were landed without 
the loss of a single life. 

The wireless operator on board the 
Hall was able to send the following 
message before his batteries gave out: 
“Horatio Hall in collision with H. F. 
Dimock at 8 a. m. Ship out below 
water-line. Is on bottom. Send as- 
sistance." 

This message was picked up by half 
a dozen government stations and a 
number of amateurs, but before a 
reply could be sent’ ‘or the operator 
asked for the position of the Hall a 
small army of wtreless plants, gov- 
ernment, professional and amateur, 
began hurling pulsations into the at- 


mosphere until there was a_ wild 
jumble, and al] intelligence was 
lost. 


The six hours’ silence which fol- 
lowed the cry for help from the Hall 
were full of anxiety. It was believed 
that no lives had been lost, but there 
was no surety as to that fact. The 
first reassuring word came with the 
landing of the passengers from the 
Dimock shortly after 2 o’clock. 

It appears that the Horatio Hall 
left Portland at 10:30 o’clock Tues- 
day night with five passengers, a crew 
of about forty, some 400 tons of 
freight and a valuable horse. The 
Dimock had left New York in the af- 
ternoon and both ran into the fog off 
the southeastern Massachusetts coast 
about the same time on Wednesday. 

The fog was very dense, but it was 
daylight and both captains were 
whistling frequently. Although ac- 
counts. vary, it is apparent that there 
was a misunderstanding of signals, 
for shortly after -8-o’clock the two! 
steamers suddenly loomed out of the 
fog and before either could sheer off 
they met in what seemed more like a 
crushing jar than a terrific crash. 

The sharp nose of the Dimock went 
through the side of the Hall abreast 
of the mainmast and had sufficient 
force to penetrate fifteen or twenty 
feet into the Hall’s body. Captain 
Thompson of the Dimock started to 
back his steamer, but seeing that 
he might save those on board, sent 
her full speed ahead, held her nose 
into the jagged rent in the Hall, and! 
as he pushed the latter over toward 
the shoal water on the side of the 
Slue- the. five passengers on the Hall 
were dragged over the tangled mass of 
wreckage to the deck of the Dimock. 

The five passengers were as fol- 
lows: M. EB. Marks, New York; W. |! 


S. St. Marie, Biddeford, Me.; Mich- 
ael Dolan, New York; Miss Ruth 
Emstrom and Miss Gurli Emstrom, 


Brooklyn. 

As soon as the passengers from the 
Hall had gzined the Dimock the latter 
backed off a few hundred yards, 
while the former slowly sank until 
she struck bottom, with her hurri- 
cane deck remaining just above wa- 
ter. While she was sinking a greater 
part of the crew left her on six life 
boats and rowed’ over to the Dimock, 
but Captain Jewett, his pilot, mate 
and two seamen decided to remain in 
the pilot house of the Hall, although | 
only a few feet above the water. 

The Dimock remained near the 
scene until 11:15, and then started 
slowly north. The forward bulkheads \ 
of the Dimock held in fine shape, but 
on the starboard side, a few feet from 
the bow, was a hole eight feet long 
by two feet wide which reached to the 
water-line. 

She had not gone far when it was 
seen that she was listing badly, and 
fearing that ‘the bulkheads might not 
hold, Captain Thompson ordered the 
two women from the Hall and two 
women passengers. whom he had on 
board into one of the lifeboats and 
told the men that if the steamer went 
down that he would endeavor to clear 
away the rest of the lifeboats, but 
that the women must be saved first. 

Under these conditions the Dimock 
crept slowly in toward the back side 
of Cape Cod until, just before reach- 
ing the Orleans life saving station, 
her head was turned and she was 
driven well up on the beach. 

It was 2:15 p. m. when the Dimock 
grounded and a very few minutes later 
Captain Charles and his life saving 
crew from the Orleans station pulleé 
‘alongside in their surfboat. Captair 
| Thompson askell that ‘the passéngérs 
‘and crew of the Hall and ‘some of his 
lown passengers and men be taken off. 
but said that all but one of the Hall’: 


os 
and se abe to his aid the crews 
and boats of the Old Harbor, Orleans 
and Nauset stations, and all three life 
saving crews landed all hands before 
dark. 

Within an hour after the Dimock 
had gone ashore the tugs Underwriter 
and Orion and a wrecking outfit left 
Boston to assist the Dimock. The 
weather is favorable to wrecking 
pperations and there is some hope of 
saving the vessel. 

The Horatio Hall lies in twenty-four 
feet’ of ‘water in’ Pollock ‘Rip Slue and 


‘is a dangerous menace bis coastwise 


havigation. 

This is the second steamer which 
the steamer’H. F. Dimock has sunk 
In Pollock Rip Slue, the first one be- 
ing the steam yacht Alva, owned by 
William K. Vanderbilt, which the 
Dimock ran down while the Alva was 
lying at anchor within a mile of where 
the Hall is now on bottom.

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Judge Instructs cls bat Jury to 
Return Verdict to That Effect 


\ BLOW TO GOVERNMENT SUITS 


Marks the End of Famous Case in 
Which Origina! Penalty of §29,- 
240,000 imposed py Judge Landis 
Was Set Aside by Court of Appeals 
—Federa! Attorneys Say Trusts Are 
Now Safe From Prosecution 


Chicago, March 11.—In the opinion 
of federal attorneys the decision of 
Judge Anderson invalidates Class tar - 
iffs and will make it impossible to 
convict a shipper for violation of the 
Class tariff regulations. 

Judge Anderson decided in the re- 
trial of the Standard Oil company 
case, touching the $29,240,000 fine 
imposed by Judge‘ Landis, that the 
jury must return a verdict of not 
guilty on all the counts of the indict- 
ment. 

The decision of Anderson followed 
several previous decisions in which 
he knocked the props from under the 
government’s case. 

“As I view the matter the proof oy 
support these counts absolutely tails,” 
said the court. “I deem these fatai 
errors,” he concluded, after summing 
up his reasons for his decision. 

The decision marks the end of the 
famous Chicago & Alton case, in 
which Judge Landis imposed a fine of 
$29,240,000. 

The $29,240,000 fine was originally 
imposed by Landis in the United 
States circuit court of the northern 
district of Illinois, but it-was imposed 
upon the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey. 

This made. the. opening for the 
Standard Oil’s appeal. The Standard 
Oil attorney contended that the fine 
if imposed at all should have been 
imposed on the Standard Oil Company 
of Indiana, and that this concern was 
unable to pay any such fine as $29,- 
240,000. This view was upheld by 
the United States circuit court of ap- 
peals, which set aside the fine.

Some 
years ago in England the magnet. was 
found useful in a somewhat similar 
Way in the detection of fraud. Manu- 
facturers. of bone manure found that 
they were buying old iron along with 
the bones. Collectors found that it 
was profitable to insert bits of old 
metal in the larger bones and thus in- 
crease the weight. So the manufac- 
turers provided themselves with a 
powerful magnetic apparatus under 
which all the bones were passed be- 
fore being weighed. As the bones 
were slid along a broad groove a large 
one would suddenly jump up and 
cling to the wall where the magnet 
Was concealed. On examination it 
‘would be found to contain perhaps a 
rusty old poker in place of marrow.— 
London Globe. 


Carving a Hippopotamus. 

To cut up a hippopotamus is no easy 
task, In some places the hide is al- 
most two and a half inches thick, and 
before you have got through a hand’s 
breadth your knife has completely lost 
its edge and requires, to be resharp- 
ened. The head and the feet are put 
on one side, to be preserved as trophies 
of the chase, while the remainder of 
the flesh is cut into, long, thin strips, 
which, after they have been dried by 
hanging them on the tree branches, 
‘will keep good for a very long time.

A Squid In Hawaii. . 

In discovering the failings or eccen- 
tricities of a person Hawaiians not 
only show perspicacity, but an aptness 
in applying a nickname to the one 
possessing such characteristics. The, 
politician who changes his faith too 
often is called a squid (octopus). One 
species of this animal is catight by the 
aid of a torchlight in shallow water. 
While a bag net is held some distance 
in front of ft, so that it can conyen- 
fently run into it and be caught, it is 
prodded behind by the fisherman’s 
foot. Sometimes the squid will go di- 
rectly into the trap, but often it will 
run forward, with every indication of 
being enmeshed, to a point within two 
feet of the net, when it will suddenly 
turn about and go back to its starting 
place.

NOW UP TO BOARD OF. HEALTH 


Action Opens Up the Whole Matter 
and Answers will Take Shape of a 
Formal Report—Order Directing 
Attorney General to Report is Of- 
fered In Legislature and Postponed 
For a Week—No “Whitewash” 


Boston, March 9.—Governor Dra- 
per sent a letter to the state board of 
health asking information as to the 
conditions existing in Massavhusetts 
applying to. beef killed within the 
state, and also to that coming fron 
without the state.: 

He not only asks three specific 
questions, but also requests the board 
to give him any information in regard 
to the general matter which the board 
thinks it important for him to. have. 
The letter to Chairman Walcott of 
the state board of health follows: 

“{ desire information from, your 
board in regard to the conditions ex- 
isting. in the commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts applying to the beef killed 
within the state, and also to that 
coming into the state from outside. I 
wish your board would. make a formal 
report to me containing answers to 
the following questions, so that the 
people of the commonwealth and their 
representatives may have proper and 
correct information on the subject re- 
ferred to: 

“1...Whether, in. the. opininon of 
your board, the health of the citl- 
zens of the commonwealth is properly 
safeguarded from the sale of beef in- 
fected with tuberculosis? | 

“2. Whether or not, in the opinion 
of your board, the statutes are suffl- 
ciently rigid in respect to the inspec; 
tion of beef? 

“8. Whether your board interprets 
chapter 329 of the Acts of 1908 as pro- 
hibiting the sale of beef from “slight- 
ly infected” cattle? 

“Any information in regard to this 
general matter which you think it 
important for me to ‘have beyond 
what is referred to in the questions 
asked above I shall expect you to fur- 
nish.” 

In the house Representative Emer- 
son of Boston offered an order ‘irect- 
ing the attorney general to report on 
the diseased meat matter, Mr. Bishop 


of Newton called attention to, and. 


read the letter of Governor Draper to 
the state board of health. He then 
moved the postponement of the order 
for one week in order that the board 
reply may be received, @nd the mo- 
tion prevailed. 

In a statement prepared by the gov- 
ernor at The Post’s request, after 
Draper had called on the state board 
of health for information, he says: 

“My request of a report from. the 
state board of health upon the sub- 
ject of infected beef is not any at- 
tempt to whitewash the subject, and 
no matter what that report may be 
the investigation will continued.”

In a communication published else- 
where, the action of the town in con- 
nection with the conduct of the public 
schools is discussed in a most inter- 
esting manner. We refer to.the splen- 
did review of the entire school situ- 
ation as set forth by Professor Wil- 
liams. This testimony is not the tes- 
timony of a theorist or a man with- 
out experience. As a professor in an 
institution, a man associated with ed- 
ucational matters all his life, and a 
business man of proven ability, the 
words of Mr. Williams are worthy of 
the most careful consideration, With 
abundant means to gratify the whims 
for education or anything else, he still 
retains the ability to look upon this 
question in a commonsense way, and 
the town is fortunate indeed to have 
this contribution at a time when the 
charge has been made that the edu- 
cated men of the country all stand in 
favor of the nonsense that has crept 
into the public school system. 

Right in line with this communica- 
tion of Professor Williams’ was much 
of the testimony brought out before 
the Legislative Committee on Educa- 
tion yesterday in discussing a change 
of methods to control the State Board 
of Education. The public is at last 
aroused to an appreciation that for 
many.-years..we_have been drifting 
steadily into exploration of unknown 
fields in the educational system, ‘and 
in this aimless drifting have been los- 
ing sight of the essential fundamen- 
tals for the education of our young. 
We hope that more men of standing 
in the community will use the columns 
of the Townsman for this discussion. 

The other communication is pub- 
lished because the Townsman always 
publishes communications when prop- 
erly signed, no matter from what 
source they come. The only knowl- 
edge we have of the gentleman whose 
name is attached, is of his activity 
as a member of the “memorable band 
of 60”, a few months after he had 
become a voter in the town. We 
trust that he has more knowledge of 
the present subject which he is dis- 
cussing than he could possibly have 
had on the subject which he publicly 
passed upon, in his first break into 
the public affairs of Andover. The 
fact that he has discovered that the 
Townsman is the proper medium for 
reaching the public indicates that he 
may in time overcome his early han- 
dicap.

& Hartford R. R. Now that the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford is no 
longer a mark, it would appear that 
this distinguished distiller of Medford 
rum is to enlist the services of his 
legislative representative to see that 
the remaining few casks of Medford 
now lying in storage shall grow in 
value at the expense of all other dis- 
tilliries that are or may be establish- 
ed in the Commonwealth. To this end, 
we are to hear within a short time, 
another loud noise from the Medford 
representative, urging a constitution- 
al amendment that no more liquors 
shall. be manufactured in Massachu- 
setts. Perhaps this is wise, but we 
are not discussing that at this time. 
In his figures the Medford represen=* 
tative should certainly be reinforced 
by another series of 46 bulletins is- 
sued hourly by his chief backer, who 
made his money in distilling Mdford 
rum. 

Of a similar sort seems to be the 
agitation of that other great moralist 
and reformer; a person by the name 
of White, of Brookline. No day 
passes that the records of the House 
do not show where he has sneered 
at something or other “in the interests 
of the people.” If one could forget 
his personal characteristics, he would 
become intresting in some of his vag- 
aries, but this is impossible of White. 
It would certainly be a burning shame 
if the nonsense he is trying to incor- 
porate in some sort of a legislative 
reference department, should succeed 
in destroying the present quiet but 
never failing efficiency of the State 
Library under Mr. Tillinghast. There 
is no knowing what may come forth 
out of all the noise that this accent- 
uated Harvard Brookliner may make; 
nothing that he may do will surprise 
those who know him. 


Editorial Cinders 


The order for another election in 
North Andover for a representative 
to succeed the man who never took 
his seat, and who recently died, il- 
lustrates the political workings of the 
Essex County machine. The session 
of the Legislature will be more than 
half over when this election is held, 
and North Andover will probably 
have the distinction of being one of 
the few towns in the Commonwealth 
to have its representation for- the 
coming year cost the State a double 
price. There will be many citizens in 
the Commonwealth who will question 
the value. 


- OF LOCAL INTEREST 


Banton — Hannon — Cole Case, and 
Milkman ,Dufton in Superior 
Court This Week 


At the opening of Tuesday: after- 
noon’s session of superior civil court 
in Lawrence, Judge Gaskill presiding, 
the jury in the case of Loren Dear- 
born against Deputy Sheriff George S. 
Cole reported a verdict for the defend- 
ant. The evidence in the case was 
heard at the morning session and the 
jury retired at 12.45 o’clock. The ac- 
tion grew out of the suit of Hannon 
against Banton, the latter being an 
uncle of Mr. Dearborn. In pursuance 
of an action in the case of Hannon 
against Banton, Deputy Sheriff Cole 
seized Mr. Banton’s horse, which was 
in the custody of Mr. Dearborn. The 
latter claimed that Sheriff Cole wrong- 
fully seized the. horse from him and 
brought suit for damages. The horse 
was sold at auction by Sheriff Cole for 
$118. The plaintiff alleged that the 
horse was valued at $200. The coun- 
sel started to try both the cases of 
Dearborn against Cole and Hannon 
against Banton together, but the court 
ruled that there was no connection 
between them and the. second case was 
not tried. The jury found by its ver- 
dict that the Sheriff did not wrong- 
fully seize the horse. Colver J. Stone 
was the attorney for the defeated lit- 
igant who had already lost his case 
in the lower court. 


The jury reported a sealed verdict 
in the sum of. $175 in favor of the 
plaintiff, at the superior civil court 
yesterday in the case of George C. 
H. Dufton of Andover vs. the Bos- 
ton & Northern Street Railway Com- 
pany. The suit was brought to re- 
cover damages for a collision between 
an electric car and a horse and wagon 
owned by the plaintiff; the injuries 
to the horse being so serious that it 
had to be killed. The accident oc- 
curred in North Andover last August.

THE SCHOOL PROBLEM 


Strong Approval of Town Meeting 
Action by Prof. Williams 


Communication . 


Andover, March 6, 1909. 
To the Editor of the Townsman:— 


_Sir:—I wish to congratulate the 
citizens of Andover on the admir- 
able action in Town Meeting, and es- 
pecially to thank Messrs. Cole, Poor 
and Cann for their stand on the 
school question. In what follows I 
am speaking of the tendency in in- 
struction throughout the country and 
am not hitting at what was, or is, in 
Andover. 

When we meet to discuss a pie we 
do not take the testimony of the cook, 
or the stove-maker, or the grocer who 
sold the ingredients, however much 
they may be interested theoretically 
in the pi¢é:—we simply eat the pie. 
In the case of the value of, school 
work, we do not take the testimony 
of the school board, or of the teach- 
ers, or of the parents whose little 
ones are amused, or of the cultured 
few who are interested in “educa- 
tion” :—we go to those who have been, 
and are, taking hold of the graduates 
of the schools and endeavoring to fit 
them for college, for the shop, for 
business, and ask them how the pres-’ 
ent graduates will compare with those 
taught a quarter of a century ago. 

It has been my good fortune to 
have been a teacher for nearly thirty 


years, during a great part of which 


time I was a member of the examin- 
ing board of a college. I have also 
for many years been a trustee of a 
large collegiate preparatory school. I 
have also educated several children by 
modern methods. In these various 
conditions I have been brought inti- 
mately in contact with the graduate 
of the common school; with the teach- 


,ers of the same in various ranks; 


with the principals; with the heads 
of the great preparatory schools; with 
the faculties of colleges; with men 
who employ college graduates, so that 
I have some information of the last 


| third of a century of the American 


school, and am prepared to form an 
opinion. 

Fortunately, all the statistics at 
hand point in the same direction, and 
show conclusively that there has 
been a steady deterioration in the 
quantity and quality of the knowledge 
exhibited by the average school grad- 
uate. Mr. Cole’s estimate of the abil- 
ities of that graduate is not over- 
stated, and the deterioration is due 
to the Kindergarten idea of teaching. 
Education has long since been aban- 
doned, as that word means the draw- 
ing out of whatever exists in the child 
mind, and its orderly and logical de- 
velopment, and in its place has come 
a systém of cramming and forcing, 
which has destroyed childhood, 
health, persistence, drill, initiative, 
thoroughness and uniformity. 

The Kindergarten idea is to make 
learning amusing and effort-less. Here 
the child so plays at learning that 
both playing and learning are de- 
stroy¢d:’ A child came home from her 
first day at kindergarten crying, 
“Oh Mother, I hate kindergarten. 
She never let me finish anything. As 
soon as I got interested in what I 
was doing she took it away and gave 
me something else.” The head of a 
great school to which a kindergarten 
was attached for several years re- 
ported that it be abolished because 
it,destroyed persistence, thoroughness 
and initiative. I have been told by 
numbers of intelligent women, whose 
children went to kindergarten that 
it spoiled them for self-amusement. 
They became so accustomed to be 
amysed that they became a nuisance 
at home. In one case of three chil- 
dren in the same family who went 
to a graded school for the first time, 
two had been two years in a kinder- 
garten; the third and youngest had 
studied at the mother’s knee for a few 
months, All went into the same class, 
and the youngest took the lead. In 
other words, the two years of kin- 
dergarten were worse than wasted. 

Dr. Darlington, New York commis- 
sioner of health, reports 3500 out of 
275,000 school children with heart 
disease brought on by “the extensive 
and overburdened system of ed- 
ucation now placed before the chil- 
dren.” In two years 1234 children 
died in New York City, starting with 
28 deaths at four-years of age, before 
school life begun, to 286 deaths at 
fifteen years. -He hits the nail on the 
head when he says that the modern 
system fastens the eye on “the al- 
mighty dollar” as the ultimate meas- 
ure of gain. 

We want cooking schools, sewing 
schools, et id omne genus of fads. We 
look at the child-as a producer, and 
wish to hurry him to his ‘grave as 
soon as possible, We forget that 
in the myriads of production he can 
furnish but one thing, and of all the 
rest he is a consumer. The old meth- 
od of the Red School House taught 
the man to lay out his dollar sanely. 
It took for granted that he would 
gain it; but it did not make it the end 
and aim of his life. The modern sys- 
tem has nearly abolished oral reci- 
tations and the cultivation of memory, 
with the result that children can not 
remember: that penmanship is a lost 
art, because innumerable answers 
must be hurriedly scribbled to endless 
questionings, and Sunday becomes to 
too many teachers the day when they 
read over the accumulated scribbles of 
the week. With the abandonment of 
a-b abs spelling is a lost art, and the 
ability to find a word in the diction- 
ary or to divide into syllables is so 
nearly dead that the stick of a, suck- 
ing compositor in a printing office is 
a sight for gods and men, as the ends 
of the lines find the words divided, 

“Just as it Pleased invention, or 
despair. 

The cramming of the young mind 
with studies which can only be di- 
gested by more mature brains has 
brought a comatose condition fol- 
lowed by rebellion against certain 
subjects. Callow children are com- 
pelled to read and disembowel 
Shakespere, Thackeray, and _ other 
writers till they form such a distaste 
to reading that only the trashiest of 


-- ‘ 
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our ephemeral fiction will suit them, 
as witness the published statistics of 
our public libraries. 

Andover. is,’therefore, to be envied 
by towns still in the gall of bitterness, 
whose children are unemotional little 
old people, without the bloom and il- 
lusions of childhood, looking forward 
to getting into harness as soon as 
possible. ; ih ae

Andover, Mass., March 9, 1909. 
To the Editor of the Townsman:— 

I trust that the Townsman can and 
will spare the space for a discussion 
of a subject too vital and involved to 
be properly discussed in the short 
time and under the conditions which 
prevail at the town meeting. No 
doubt the action of the town in refer- 
ence to the school question has set 
many of us thinking. I respectfully 
submit my view of the subject and 
trust that others holding the same or 
opposite views may do likewise; for 
it would seem that the town will be 
the gainer if the subject of education 
is discussed in our local paper. 

I believe that the town of Andover 
took a step backward when it failed 
to sustain the School Committee in its 
efforts to give our boys and girls the 
most valuable foundation upon which 
to build the characters and minds that 
will be required of the future citizens 
of Andover if she is to retain the high 
position that has been hers in the 
past. ' 
Abraham Lincoln is the glorious 
example of what a boy can accom- 
plish on a schooling of the “three 
R’s” type; but such boys are the ex- 
ception, not the rule, and we must 
not lose sight of the fact that there 
is an ever increasing number of col- 
lege-bred men to whom the sources of 
learning have been shown, whose 
minds have been trained to syste- 
matic study, and who have that ad- 
vantage,— college fellowship. This, 
must insist, is a tremendous handi- 
cap for the poor boy who has to leave 
school, as most boys do, before en- 
tering high school. And “conserva- 
tism and »good sense”, which carried 
the town meeting, would, if one isto 
judge from arguments, force upon him 
a still greater hardship by limiting 
his training to the schooling of his 
father or grandfather. In spite of the 
vote of the town meeting, I believe 
Andover does not. wish to withhold 
from any boy the suggestion (for that 
is all it can be) of the treasures in 
store for him in the field of art, lit- 
erature, music, and languages, and 
the’ pleasure and help to be derived 
rom the study of nature,—botany, 
geology, astronomy, and the like. 

I, believe that Andover wishes ‘her 
boys to learn through manual train- 
ing that the happiness to be derived 
from skilled manual labor is some- 
thing that wealth cannot buy. I be- 
lieve that Andover wishes to show 
her girls through her cooking and 
sewing schools, that trained house- 
work, even in the service of others, 
is far less slavery than unskilled labor 
in a mill. 

Business and commerce are not the 
Only objects for which we must train 
ouf boys and girls. We must do 
something to show them that success 
in life is not to be measured by dol- 
lars and cents. 

It may have been necessary in the 
eatly building up of this country for 
commerce and the bare necessities of 
life to crowd out the fine arts, but we 
as a nation are fast coming to realize 
how far behind the other countries we 
are in the arts which relieve life of 
its sordidness. It was the narrow- 
ness that would limit public instruc- 
tian to the three R’s that is respon- 
sible for that national disgrace, the 
tariff on art, literature, and music. 

The arguments for the so-called 
“fads and frills” are many and would 
fill pages of the Townsman, and con- 
sume hours in a town meeting. I 
believe there is only one argument 
against them, and that is‘a slight raise 
in. the tax rate. 

The argument that our children are 
not, well grounded in the “fundamen- 
tals” is not borne out by the facts. 
This I have had demonstrated to m 
satisfaction by my experience with 
boys of Massachusetts public schools. 

I believe that the vote at the town 
meeting was ill considered and based 
solely on prejudice and not on sel- 
fishness, for it is not characteristic of 
Andover to carry her brains in her 
pocket book.
